Msgr. Danehy Home 
From South America; 
Visits Fort Wayne 


Fort Wayne — The Very Rev- 
erend Msgr. Thomas J. Danehy, 
M.M, Vicar of the Maryknoll Mis- 
sions in Bolivia has left for Mary- 
knoll Mission Headquarters in New 
York after spending a few days 
visiting with friends and relatives 
in Fort Wayne. 

Msgr. Danehy is in this country 
after seven years ‘n South Amer- 
ica. He states that the native 
Bolivian Indians among whom the 
Maryknoll Fathers have lately es- 
tablished new missions are appreci- 
ative of the Faith and that they 
make exemplary Catholics. Amer- 
ican games and competitive sports 
such as baseball and. basketball 
prove very popular with the youth. 
Msgr, Danehy, former St. Joseph 
College baseball and_ basketball 
star, has encouraged these sports 
as a valuable medium of contact 
with the youth. 

Msgr. Danehy will remain in 
this country until June when he 
hopes to return to his Vicariate. 

The Maryknoll missioner is the 
son of Mrs. T. J. Danehy and the 
late Thomas Danehy, Sr., of Man- 
itowoc, Wisconsin, and formerly of 
Fort Wayne.

Parallel Budapest 
With Calvary On 
WOWO Broadcast 


Fort Wayne—In a drama 
which crackles with the tension 
of today’s foreign news head- 
lines, “The Hour of St, Francis,” 
heard over Radio Station WOWO 
at 9:45 p. m, Sunday, presents 
William Gargan, star of screen 
and radio, as narrator of a Len- 
ten story based on the tragedy 
of Cardinal Mindszenty. 

With bold strokes, the narra- 
tive compares the trial and con- 
viction of the Cardinal to the 
Passion of Christ. It reveals the 
startling parallel between the 
two carefully arranged plots 
which lack only one element for 
complete success. The logic 
of truth carries the episode to a 
climax which predicts for the 
story of Budapest the same con- 
clusion as the one God gave in 
Jerusalem. 


Parochial Pupils 
Would Be Counted 
But Not Helped 


Their Numbers Used To 
Swell Funds Granted | 
To Public Schools 


Washington — (NC) — If the 
Thomas Federal Aid to Education 
Bill is enacted into law, some 300,- 
000 school children in Pennsylvan- 
la, considered to be worth $5 of 
Federal help apiece, will swell that 
State’s annual allocation to a total 
of $10,120,000. But when the 
money is distributed they will get 
nothing. They attend parochial 
schools. 


This is one of the things which 
stands out in the report on the 
Thomas Bill, with its detailed sta- 
tistical tables, which has just been 
released here by the Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare Committee. 
The Thomas Bill, approved by that 
committee and sent now to the 
Senate floor, counts all U.S. chil- 
dren between 5 and 17 in its aid 
formula, but in disbursing the 
money, effectively limits it to pub- 
lic school pupils only. 


(The Senate committee has also 
approved a school health. bill which 
would benefit children in nonpublic 
as well as public schools. This 
measure carries an annual appro- 
priation of $35,000,000, the Thom- 
as Bill $300,000,000. On the other 
side of the Capitol, the House 
Education and Labor Committee is 
still concerned with Taft-Hartley 
revision, and is expected to turn to 
the Federal school aid issue some 
time after Easter.) 

The reports’ figures also indi- 
cate that in New York’s 415,000 
parochial school pupils would add 
$2,075,000 to give that State $11,- 
925,000, with no guarantee that 
they will receiv any aid. 

Similarly in Illinois 250,000 
parochial students are worth §1,- 
250,000 in Thomas Bill money out 
of a total of $7,490,000, 

In Michigan 145,000 pupils would 
bring $725,000 to the State total 
of $6,235,000. 

In New Jersey 127,000 pupils 
would bring $635,000 to the total 
of $3,840,000,

64 Die In Fire 
In Hospital At 
Effingham 


As we go to press Wednesday 
noon the latest estimate of fatalit- 
ies in the disastrous St. Anthony 
hospital fire at Effingham was set 
at 64. According to an announce- 
ment made at the Chancery office 
in Springfield, 45 bodies had been 
removed from the debris. Among 
those counted dead were the Rev. 
C. C. Sandon, chaplain at the hos- 
pital, and at least two nuns. 


Ten newborn babies died in the 
disaster, one of the worst hospi- 
tal fires in the nation’s history. 
Another baby was born dead after 
its mother was injured critically 
in jumping out of a window. 


The fire started shortly before 
midnight ‘in the basement of the 
three-story, brick building, which 
supposedly was fireproof and had 
its own fire extinguishing system. 
The cause of the fire was not 
known. The flames shot up a 
laundry chute and swept through 
all floors, 


Patients died in attempts to 
crawl through thick smoke and 
flames that filled the corridors. 
Others died in their beds, some 
with their limbs in casts or sus- 
pension. slings. Fireman Charles 
Jaycox said about 12 patients 
jumped from windows, killing at 
least one and injuring several. 
Others were helped from first 
floor windows.

The hospital records were destroy- 
ed. Hours after the flames were put 
out firemen were digging through 
the debris and carrying bodies to 
an improvised morgue. 


Estimate of 134 


The Rev. John J. Goff, pastor of 
St. Anthony’s church, connected 
with the hospital, said the last 
estimate of the number of persons 
in the building at the time the 
fire started was 134. : 


These included, he said, 108 
patients, five non-patients, a Miss 
Mary Kessler, and 22 nuns. Res- 
cuer’s check lists showed that 57 
patients and 20 nuns escaped. Miss 
Kessler died in the flames. 


The dead incluued Miss Fern 
Riley, 21, a nurse who refused to 
leave the babies and died a 
heroine apparently trying to save 
them, firemen said. 


Chaplain Is Dead 


Others reported -dead besides 
Father Sandon included two nuns, 
Sisters Bertina and Eustachia, and 
Frank Reis, hospital superintend- 
ent, who dashed into the flame- 
swept building in an effort to help 
patients, 


Possibility that the death toll 
might be higher was expressed 
by Dr. Glen R, Marshall, a staff 
physician, who said he believed 
there were 112 patients in ‘he 
building, rather than 108. 


National guardsmen with rifles 


and hundreds of relatives and 
townspeople flocked to the. hospital 
and morgue seeking loved ones. 


Attendants at the temporary 
morgue said it would be impossible 
to identify all of the babies, al- 
though they had the names of all] 
parents. 


Red Cross Arrives 


The American Red Cross dis- 
aster headquarters at St. Louis, 
sent workers with 50 cots, 100 
blankets and 200 units of blood 
plasma, to set up a shelter and 
aid in the search for bodies.

Interview With O. S.V. Editor 
He Answers Questions About Spain And Franco 


ONTINUING our interview 
with the editor in chief of 
Our Sunday Visitor, we asked him 
to answer a few questions about 
Spain. Spain, we suggested, is 
again the subject of much con- 
troversy both in the press of the 
world and in political discussions. 
Our readers, we said, would ap- 
preciate background information 
which will help them to under- 
stand present day events. 
Our questions and our editor’s 
answers are as follows: 


How large is Spain? 

It is three-fourths the size of 
our State of Texas, and the second 
largest country in Europe west of 
the Soviet Union. However, the 
entire area cannot be populated 
because of the vast space occupied 
by large mountain ranges. While 
the country is surrounded by wa- 
ter, except at the north, two-thirds 
of it is 2,000 feet above sea level. 
This is a large plateau lying be- 
tween the mountain walls. 


Different sections of its popula- 
tion are, because of the mountains, 
considerably isolated from one an- 
other, which accounts for the tra- 
ditional political disunity in Spain. 

How large is Spain’s population? 

According to the latest census, 
it is about 27,000,000. It is divid- 
ed into four principal groups: The 
Castilians, who .ive in the central 
region around Madrid; the Catal- 
ans, who inhabit the northeastern 
seaboard. (They originally emi- 
grated from Southern France and 
continue to speak a language which 
resembles French more than Span- 
ish); the Basques, who live near 
the Bay of Biscay. (They also 
have a language quite distinct 
from the Spanish); and the Galic- 
ians, who are chiefly farmers, and 
live in the northwestern part of the 
country. Their langvage and cul- 
ture resemble those of Portugal 
more than of Spain. 

Has Spain, regarded as 1 back- 
ward country today, always been 
poor and unprogrcssive? 


Quite the contrary. At the end 
of the 15th Century Spain was the 
most progressive nation in the 
world. It held the place which 
later was taken over by the Brit- 
ish Empire. It might be said in- 
cidentally that Spain was most 
Catholic at the time she was most 
prosperous, which answers the fool- 
ish idea that the Catholic religion 
is presently responsible for 
Spain’s backwardness, It was from 
Spain that explorers were sent out 
over the world, who discovered 
both the North and the South 
American continents. Until 1898 
Cuba, Puerto Rico and the Philip- 
pine Islands belonged to Spain. 
They were wrested from her by the 
United States after the Spanish- 
American war. Spain could not 
have been prosperous in the mo- 
dern sense as a self-contained na- 
tion, because its population is 
chiefly agricultural. It could not 
hope to compete with England, 
Germany, or the United States, 


because it lacks fuel and oil and. 


other things required for an in- 
dustrial nation. 

How account for the high per- 
centage of illiteracy in Spain? 

If you will consult the Encyclo- 
pedia Americana, you will discover 
that 100 years ago the state of 
literacy in England, and in most 
of the countries of Europe, was 
lower than in Spain. It is due 
chiefly to the poverty which over- 
took Spain when it lost its posses- 
sions, and more recently to the 
destruction created by the civil 
war in the 1930’s, which is re- 
sponsible for its present day de- 
cline. But it has recovered better 
than any of the western nations 
which were involved in the late 
World War. A population which 
lives almost wholly on the land 
and expects to stay on the land, 
has no stimulus to spend very 
many years in school, 

Isn’t education wholly in the 
hands of the Church? 

The answer is no. Church schools

Standing Together

At a meeting of rabbis in New 
York early in March, em- 
phasis was laid on the matter of 
cooperation between all religious 
bodies to avoid a new war and to 
enlighten people on the menace of 
Communion. 

Rabbi Nathan A. Perilman is 
quoted as saying: 

“It will not do if Catholics, Prot- 
estants and Jews eagerly petition 
the support of all men of faith 
when their own are touched, and 
remain silent and aloof, when oth- 
ers walk in the valley of the sha- 
dow. 

“The various denominations must 
learn the simple truth that what- 
ever militancy faith can manifest 
must be directed not against men 
or other faiths, but against the 
enemies of all faith.” Catholics 
have always acted on that truth, 
and befriended the Jews more than 
others during the late wars.” 

Rabbi William F. Rosenblum ob- 
perved:

Lenin, and Karl Marx ahead of 
him, had told the world very plain- 
ly that Communism and religion— 
whether Catholic or Protestant or 
Jewish—were basically incompati- 
ble. Several Protestant and Jew- 
ish organizations lent quite ef- 
fective help to the Communistic 
propaganda over here by support- 
ing periodicals sympathetic to 
Communism, and by joining athe- 
istic organizations in an effort to 
take religion out of all education. 
It is only during the past two 
years, when the world learned 
through the U.N. deliberations that 
Russia was insistent on blocking 
world peace, that other religions 
than the Catholic have been expres- 
sing any fear of Communism.

Already there is in evidence an 
energetic spiritual revival among 
the bulk of the faithful, judging 
from the genuineness of Catholic 
action that has taken hold of an 
appreciative number of youth and 
adult groups.

Now when the father of a family 
is leaving this life, and after he 
has taken care of the needs of his 
‘own soul as best he can, through 
‘the help of the Church, what’s his 
' biggest worry? What’s his matin 
concern? Why, he wants to make 


‘sure that his family will be pro- 


vided for, and his wife and chil- 
dren will never go hungry. If he 
can only be sure of that, he’ll close 
his eyes in peace. He has been 
their breadwinner through life, 
and it’s now his prayer that his 
family may always have bread, 
that they may never go hungry. 

And when we look back over our 
Lord’s life as recorded in the Gos- 
pels, we find that that same 
thought had been.in His mind for 
a long time. 


Promise Of Eucharist 


Many months before this first 
Holy Thursday, He had gathered 
His followers, His little family, 
around Him on the green hills of 
Galilee and there He had promis- 
ed that they should never want 
for the bread of life: 

“FT am the bread of life,” he had 
said. “Your fathers ate the man- 
na in the desert and have died. 
This is the bread that comes down 
from heaven, that if anyone eat 
of the bread he will not die. I! 
am the living bread that has come 
down from heaven. If anyone eat 
of this bread he shall live forever.” 
Now here’s where He makes a 
solemn promise to His followers: 
“., the bread that I will give,” 
He says, “is My flesh for the life 
of the world.” 

St, John goes on to sav that 
the people started to argue among 
themselves, saying, “How can this 
man give us His flesh to eat?” 
Their mistake was in regarding 
Christ as a mere man. Of course 
He couldn’t give them His flesh 
to eat if He were no more than 
you or I; but being God, He can 
do whatever He wants. Anyway, 
our Lord apparently ignored the 
interruption and went right ahead: 
*.. Unless you eat the flesh of 
the Son of Man,” He said, “and 
drink His blood, you shall not have 
life in you. He who eats My flesh 
and drinks My blood has life ever- 
lasting and I wil] raise him up on 
the last day.” 

See how He keeps hammering 
away at the fact that the bread 
He’s going to give isn’t to be just 
a symbol or a souvenir. It’s to 
be nothing less than Himself. The 
words “flesh” and “blood” occur 
in almost every one of His sen- 
tences: 

“For My flesh is food indeed,” 
He went on to say, “and my blood 
is drink indeed. He who eats My 
flesh and drinks My blood, abides 
in Me and 1 in him. As the living 
Father has sent Me and as I live 
because of the Father, so he who

eats Me, he also shall live because 
of Me. -This is the bread that 
has come down from heaven; not 
as your fathers ate the manna, 
and died. He who eats this bread 
shall live forever” (John 6:49-59). 


The Last Supper 


Now, let’s go back to the upper 
room where Jesus is having His 
last supper, 

St. Matthew recalls the whole 
thing for us. He was there. 

“And while they were: at sup- 
per,” he writes, “Jesus took bread, 
and blessed and broke, and gave it 
to His disciples, and said ‘Take 
and eat, this is My body.’ And 
taking a cup, He gave thanks and 
gave it to them, saying, ‘All of you 
drink of this; for this is My

through His sacrifice o1. the Cross 
and which He daily dispenses in 
every Holy Mass. Like the few 
faithful ones we should be near 
the Savior on His sorrowful jour- 
ney, sympathize with Him, suffer 
with Him, carry the cross with 
Him. We should prove our loyalty 
and love through a life of staunch 
faith, strong hope and self-sacri- 
ficing towards God and our neigh- 
bor. How often is not the divine 
Cross-bearer betrayed, sold, 
scourged, crowned with thorns, 
ridiculed, abandoned, crucified even 
today! The more He must suffer 
from others, the more courageous- 
ly should we stand by Him, “My 
heart hath expected reproach and 
misery; and I looked for one that 
would grieve together with Me, but 
there was none,” so the psalmist 
describes the Savior’s grief in the 
Offertory of Palm Sunday. 

This should not apply to us! We 
want to share the way of shame, 
grief, suffering, misunderstanding 
and persecution with Christ. The 
admonition of the Apostle (Phil. 
2:5): “Have this mind in you 
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which was also in Christ Jesus,” 
shall not remain fruitless in us. 
We shall spend this serious time 
of heh hidengy Bsn with Christ 
in _ most intimate companion- 
ship and extend it to ys of 
our life. This we promised’ the 
day of our Baptism and again at 
our first Communion and Confir- 
mation. And this solemn promise 
shall bind us till death. The older 
we become, the more shall we 

to learn to think supernaturally in 
terms of the cross and suffering, 
of sacrifice and self-denial, in or- 
der to have part with Christ’s 
sufferings and draw. grace and 
strength therefrom. The more we 
endeavor to understand the cross 
of Christ, the deeper we sound the 
“mystery of the cross,” the more 
we shall value and love our own 
cross, which no one can escape. 


Not only during Holy Week, but 
at each holy Mass which is figura- 
tively speaxing another Holy 
Thursday, Good Friday and Eas- 
ter, the Lord addresses to us at 
every holy Communion the deci- 
sive question: “Friend, wherefor 
art thou come?” ‘To the betrayal 
of your Master, your God, your 
friend? Or to loyal love, to un- 
swerving service, to complete sub- 
mission of self in humility -and 
sacrifice? To self-crucifixion with 
Jesus, hardships, sickness, self- 
denial and self-cofiquest?” Every 
Christian should serve the cruci- 
fied King and make Him the cen- 
ter of his life, the King of his 
intellect, heart and will. e must 
be Christ-bearers, apostles of the 
King of the world, thus becoming 
co-workers, coO-prayers and _  co- 
offerers for His Kingdom which 
He established with His Blood for 
the redemption of the world. 


Thus our works and prayers, 
sacrifices and sufferings, our life 
and death become, so to speak, a 
redemptive participation in the 
saving of souls. Let others think 
of the cross what they will: “But 
as for me, God forbid that I should 
glory save in the cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, through whom the 
world is crucified to me, and | 
to the world, (Gal.

Catholic writers share with Com- 
munist ones—is the story that 
boils down to a statement about 


a story that the Catholie Church 
is the true Church is confusing be- 
lief with knowledge and is thus 
committing a grievous error in 
art, in logic and in religion. 


Story With A ‘Moral’ 


Akin to the propaganda story is 
the edifying story, story with 
a moral. Most of us, for instance, 
realize the moral truth of the com- 
mandment, “You must not steal.” 
Indeed, individuals and society re- 
pulse any active rejection of that 
truth. Yet if a story boils down to 
that. statement, or to any other 
moral, we get a statement not 
about what life is, in our expe- 
rience, but what life ought to. be. 
A writer can save such a story by 
making it give readers an experi- 
ence of what happens to any man 
who tries to buck the established 
will of any society, something we 
can experience—Hawthorne makes 
us realize such an individual’s iso- 
lation, for example. But the writer 
of stories with a moral will not us- 
ually try to save such a story—he 
is seeking not to interpret experi- 
ence, after all, but to control it; and 
he will go his wilful way. 


Akin also to the propaganda 
story is a third type of failure, an 
out-and-out confusion of knowledge 
with belief. This type seeks to sake 
supernatural objects of our faith 
(grace, redemption, the Mystical 
Body, the character imprinted by 
Holy Orders, and so forth) an ob- 
ject of our experience. Now first 
of all the Council of Trent con- 
demned that kind of thing along 
with other errors of Protestantism. 
Then, since by our definition fiction 
deals ultimately with experience, 
any such attempt fails dismally as 
a story. 


Miracle Stories 


It is interesting, in considering 
the supernatural in fiction, to see 
what Franz Werfel in the success- 
ful Song of Bernadette did with the 
supernatural events at Lourdes. He 
made them, not the point of the 
story, but the problem, then went 
on to show Bernadette’s experience, 
what she learned of life and what 
we all learn of life because we are 
all faced with kindred problems 
(whether arising from events natu- 
ral, supernatural, or bogus-super- 
natural) and are forced into kin- 
dred attitudes towards realty. 

A fourth type of failure arises 
from a confusion of religion and 
magic. Here the author, in effect, 
boldly asserts that far from being 
a part of mundane nature into

Vicious Message 


In that fourth type, The Blessed 
Virgin comes riding in like the 
United States cavalry to give a 
story what it was not able to pro- 
duce from itself; human beings 
appear as magically producing 
miracles at will by saying pray- 
ers; and experience is utterly out- 
raged. In a familiar variation of 
the type, somebody “comes to real- 
ize” something and has his whole 
life changed by a chance visit to 
some dim and quiet Catholic 
church. Or the cutthroat and kid- 
napper becomes, through a rosary 
said by a priest, overnight a man 
of virtue and character. Children, 
to be sure, accept such stories— 
along with their vicious message 
that mankind can count on mir- 
acles. Yet whatever the number of 
those who cannot tell bad stories 
from good any more than they can 
tell paste from diamonds, no one 


is justified in purveying the false 
article for the real. 
Catholic fiction writers, 

they fail, fail often of course for 
the reason that many others fail— 
they have not mastered their craft 
they have not got meaning out o 
experience. But the shortcomings, 
just listed in four catagories, pecu- 
har to themselves result from 
their wish to make fiction do a 
job of which by its nature it is 
incapable. 


How then shall we write Catho- 
lic fiction? Just as we write Cath- 
olic geometry or Catholic algebra 
or Catholic chemistry; that is, as 
fiction, as geometry, as algebra, as 
chemistry—not as apologetics, as 
moral tracts, as processions of 
ecclesiastical personages. We must, 
as Catholics, realize that geometry 
is good, God-given, profitable to 
salvation because suitably a pur- 
suit in the life God has given us 
to live, even though it could make 
a point about our religion only if 
blamefully perverted. So also 
fiction, which (not unlike philoso-

f Our Lady of New Melleray here. 
Because of recent increases in vocations the 100-year-old 
honastery is experiencing its first housing shortage—and it’s 


nm acute one. Since the war’s end, 
5 former GI’s and a large num- 


er of other applicants, more than 
he abbey’s facilities can accommo- 
ate, even in Trappist “comfort,” 
ve applied for admission and for 
e first time since the monastery 
founded it has a waiting list 
applicants. 


About two years ago the monas- 
ery embarked on a building pro- 
am to be completed for the cen- 
ennial celebration next vear, Since 
hen the needs of the monastery 
ave increased and the original 
lans have been enlarged. The 
jonks originally planned to com- 
lete the building project by their 
labors and resources, without 
ppealing for financial assistance. 
but they are faced with an im- 
sssible time schedule and found 
hodern building codes require 
ypes of materials and services 
hich they could not supply. As 
ew Melleray’s Abbot Eugene J. 
fartin, 0.C.S.0., puts it: 


“For nearly 900 years the life 
f a Trappist monk has had the 
putation throughout Christen- 
om for rugged austerity. It has 
ittle in common with the ‘modern 
pirit’ deplored by American Bish- 
fs as ‘secularism.’ In increasing 
lumbers young men. are seeking 
he Trappist life of prayer, pen- 
nce, reparation, spiritual contem- 
lation and sacrifice. By burying

ly .immolating the laughter of 
their hearts, they are pledging 
themselves for life to penitential 
reparation for the sins of the 
world.

The Trap- 
pists fear not to tramp gallantly 
forward along God’s narrow path 
of daily self-denial. 


“God in His wisdom has sent us 
this challenge, supplying peniten- 
tial helps that Trappists alone can 
furnish and do furnish in this busy 
world.
